POOR EXPLOITED 
IN SWEAT SHOPS. 


Sanitary Inspector Discovers 
Shocking Conditions; 
Blames Wholesale 
Clothiers. 


WORK ROOMS ARE FILTHY.

Women Receive Only 10 Cents

Astounding conditione of filth In sweat 
shops where garments are made for the trade 
of some of the wholesale clothiers were dis- 
covered yesterday by Chief Sanitary Inepec- 
tor Hedrick, and he will endeavor to have the 
city council] take necessary action to abate 
the evils, 

The result of hie day's investigation con- 
vinced him more than ever that some steps 
must be taken to check what he terms “ the 
exploitation of homes and helpless women 
in this city by the wholesale clothing trade.” 

He found shops wnaich had evaded municipal 
inspection and were sending out their goods 
to filthy quartere to be “ finished.’’ Then 
he traced the garmente to the dwellings of 
the “finishers,”’ where he found men and 
women sewing away feverishly at the piles 
of clothing heaped on beds and dirty floors. 
Then he gathered, without comment, the 
actual facts as to their-wages and sanitary 
surroundings. 


Puts Blame on Wholesalers, 

“In this way, through an official investiga- 
tion, carried on by a bureau head without the 
usual “ appropriation,’’ he hopes to convince 
the aldermen of the necessity of checking 
this ‘‘sweat shop ”’ evil by attacking the big 
wholesalers instead of the victims, as the 
present law provides. 

* Such a law would meet with powerful op: 
position,”’ said the chief inspector, “ but I 
am convinced it should be passed. In no 
other way can the city check the growth of 
the ‘sweat shops’ in Chicago, the making 
of garments by women in filthy surroundings 
under the strese of unchecked competition.” 

Then he went on to discuss the “ day’s 
work.” 


Work Done in Filthy Rooms. 

*‘My first tip came from an Italian wom- 
an whom I saw staggering along De Koven 
street with a load of heavy woolen goods 
on her head,” said the inspector. ‘* She 
turned in at 231 De Koven street and I fol- 
lowed her to the rear, where she entered a 
four room tenement. 

**I went in and found the family, consist- 
ing of a mother, her husband, a girl of 4 
years, a baby of 8 months, a grandmother, 
and the husband's brother. They were con- 
siderably frightened at my visit, especially 
when I displayed my badge. 

“* What have we done? What fs the mat- 
ter? the woman asked me in broken English. 
I explained my mission and then she gave 
short and rapid orders to the child to clean 
up the place for the visitor. 

** All the rooms were in filthy condition éx- 
cept the kitchen walls and ceiling. The sink 
was without a proper trap, exposing the 
family to sewer gas. I left orders for various 
repairs and cleaning: Of course the family 
will not be able to make them—the city will 
hold the landlord responsible.”’ 


Miserable Pay for Labor. 

He examined the pile of clothing which the 
woman had brought and found that it con- 
sisted of three dozen trousers. Upon each 
one the woman must sew ten buttons and 
run down a hem on each trouser leg. 

For this, she said, she received 10 cents a 
dozen. In response to a query she said when 
her health is good she and thg grandmother 
can finish four dozena week. For this they 
have 40 cents to add to the family exchequer. 


Fines Two Unlicensed Shops. 

When Mr. Hedrick left this house he saw 
two women walking south in Desplaines 
street with their babies on their arms and 
bundles of trousers on their heads. He fol- 
lowed them to 255 West Twelfth street, 
where they entered the workshop of M. 
Wenshenker, first floor in the rear. 

While waiting for the women to secure 
their new work Mr. Hedrick found that out 
of the four workshops in the building only 
two have licenses. The shops of Wenshenk- 
er and Jacob Carmen are not licensed, and 
there is no report of them from Mrs, Ida 
Sullivan, the tenement inspector tn the dis- 
trict. Mrs. Sullivan's report last May said 
Carmen had moved, although he has been 
in his location for seven years. This curious 
mistake of Mrs. Sullivan the inspector sald 
he would investigate. It looked to him like 
a “‘fake’’ report. 


Shop in Insanitary Condition. 

In the Wenshenker shop Mr. Hedrick found 
that the men and women employés, forty- 
four in number, use one toilet room. This 
was in bad condition, and the floors of the 
shop need cleaning. The basement also was 
in need of a thorough cleaning. 

The two women whom Mr. Hedrick had fol- 
lowed into the shop received a new bundle 
of clothing and went to 138 Ewing street 
where they live in adjoining rear flats. The 
women could not speak English, and Mr. 
Hedrick had to communicate with them by 
signs. “He pointed to the trousers and asked 
them ‘‘ How much?” to which one woman 
raised four fingers in reply, indicating 4 
cents a dozen. Their flats were clean, but 
the garbage cans on the porch were uncov- 
ered, and Mr. Hedrick ordered them cov- 
ered at once. 

Danger in Cheap Mattresses. 

The inspector discovered that the small 
pieces of cloth, ravelings and trimmings 
which are discarded on the floor, are gath- 
ered together, cut up into small pieces, with 
which mattresses are filled. The dirt and 
dust and often germs of disease still remain 
in this stuffing, and Mr. Hedrick believes that 
disease is easily spread in this _way. He 
will prohibit the use of this material for 
mattresses and may seek a special ordinance 
to enforce the prohibition. 


10 YEAR OLD HERO AT FIRE. 


Buffalo Boy Gives Alarm, Then Leads 
Horses Out When He Receives 
Serious Injury. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—Henry 
Schuster, a 10 year old boy, discovered a fire 
tonight in Hurd Brothers’ lurmber yard and 
gave the alarm. The fire did damage of $200,- 
000. Young Schuster, after reporting the 
fire, was leading the horses from a barn 
which afterward was burned and was badly 
injured. The horses stampeded and trampled 
on him.

FIRE CAUSED BY ‘SAFE’ TANK 


Gasoline Explosion Wrecks Build- 
ing in Automobile Row. 


TWO PERSONS ARE INJURED. 


Heavy Loss for 0. F. Weber Concern; 
Excitement on the Boulevard. == 


One of the “ safe’ gasoline tanks In auto- 
moblUle row in Michigan avenue exploded last 
night, with the result of heavy property loss, 
injury to two persons, and peril to many. 

The explosion and subsequent, fire de- 
etroyed the salesroome of the Orlando F. 
Weber company, 1822-26 Michigan avenue, a 
concern which some time ago had an in- 
junction restraining the city from interfering 
with its gasoline tanks, but which now is said 
to have a ceuncil permit. However, the per- 
mit is for a tank fin the ground; the tank 
which exploded is on the second floor. 


Six Automobiles Burned Up. 

The two story building occupled by the 
Weber company was practically destroyed. 
Six automobiles were burned up. The loss 
was estimated by Chief Horan at $30,000, but 
Mr. Weber, -who is Chicago agent for the 
Pope-Toledo car, insisted the damage would 
reach $100,000. The firemen say this is an 
exaggeration . 

Because of the peril to the whole street in 
the presence of gasoline tanks protected by 
council favor, special fire alarms were turned 
in and the police were asked by the firemen 
to drive back hundreds of persons who 
flocked to the scene. 

Mrs. Emily A. Leavitt, an invalid, 88 years 
old, mother of Mrs. George W. Brandt, 1316 
Michigan avenue, was carried from her house 
through smoke by her son. She was taken to 
a nearby hotel and returned when there was 
no further danger. 


The Injured. 

Kelly, J. P., 32 years old, 1811 Michigan avenue, 
left arm broken in two places; attended by Dr. 
Wells, Michigan avenue and Thirteenth street. 

Morrison, Charlies, 19 years old, 1317 State street, 
head, face, and body bruised; taken to Dr. 
Wells’ office; injuries not serious. 


Blaze Started by Explosion. 

According to employés of the Weber com- 
pany, the fire started from an explosion of 
gasoline in a tank in the repair shop on the 
second floor. The blaze spread downward 
and soon threatened the entire building, in 
which there were in all thirty-eight automo- 
biles. 

Employés from other automobile sales- 
rooms in the avenue hurried to aid in saving 
the machines by driving them intothe street. 
It was while helping in this work that Mor- 
rison, a:chauffeur, was injured. He was at- 
tempting to drive out when part of a wall 

ve way. Turning the lever of the machine, 

e drove it directly through a large plate 
glass window. Broken glass cut his head and 
body. 

Kelly also was assisting in taking out the 
machines when the second floor gave way 
and an automobile crashed down, grazing 
his arm and breaking it. 


Street Car Traffic Blocked. 

Much excitement followed the arrival of the 
fire department and the Cottage Grove and 
Indiana avenue car lines were blocked with 
lines of hose across the tracks for more than 
an hour. The firemen confined the blaze to 
the building occupied by Weber. Flying 
sparks set fire to a shed at the rear of the 
dwelling of F. Norton, 1319 Wabash avenue, 
but this fire wag soon extinguished. Forty 
horses were taken from the stables of the 
Ashley Burns Livery company, 1325 Wabash 
avenue. 

When the “ stock "’ in the Weber establish- 
ment was cast up after the fire had died 
down, it was found that six of the thirty- 
eight automobiles had been burned.

The decree was filed inthe 
Office of the clerk of the courts of Lincoln 
county at Canton. 

Mrs. Stewart before her marriage to Will- 
lam Rhinelander Stewart tn 1879 was Miss 
Annie M. Armstrong of Baltimore. She ts 
the elder sister of Mrs. Anthony J. Drexel, 
Philadelphia. William Rhinelander Stewart 
is now head of the Stewart family and heir 
to the Rhinelander estate. He is 58 years 
old, a lawyer by profession, but all his time 
has been taken up in the management of his 
estate. Mr. Stewart for many years was 
president of the New York state board of 
charities. 

Rumors have been in circulation that Mrs. 
Stewart, when free, would marry James 
Henry Smith, “ Silent’ Smith, the million- 
aire bachelor of New York. Friends who are 
in her confidence, profess to know nothing 
of her plans.

HEWS WAY ALMOST TO TOP OF 
PEAK ONLY TO FALL TO DEATH. 


Alpine Mountain Climber First Drops 
Into Crevasse and Escapes, Then 
Struggles Almost to Safety.

INTERLAKEN, Aug. 24.—After a rope 

which held bim suspended over a crevasse 
was out and he had survived the fall, a 

amateur mountain climber cut his way al- 
most to the top of Weiszee Spits, only to slip 
and fall again, this, time to his death. 

Two school teachers were concerned in this 
latest Alpine tragedy. Herr Overbeck of 
Aix-la-Chapelle was the one killed, Herr 
Kupers of Bonn, the friend whose efforts at 
rescue failed. 

Kupers had just crossed an ice bridge when 
suddenly it gave way. Overbeck was left 
hanging from a rope attached to his friend’s 
waist.

SINGS COON SONGS ON WRECK. 


Dory Overturns in Peconic Bay, New 
York, and Reseue Follows. 


Greenport, N. Y., Aug. 24—[Special.)}— 
James Stuart Templeton, the wealthy com- 
mission merchant of Chicago, sang coon 
songs on the bottom of an overturned dory 
in Peconic bay this morning to quiet the fears 
of two women companions on the verge of 
drowning. 

All three were rescued by a launch as they 
were nearly exhausted, and after Mr. Tem- 
pleton had performed several. heroic feats 
which doubtless saved the lives of the two 
| women. 


Chicago Woman in Party. 
Mr. Templeton has a summer residerice 


here. This morning, in company with Mrs. 
Arundel of Chicago and Mrs. Gallant, wife of 
a New York surgeon, his guests, he went out 
for a sail in Peconic bay in a small club dory, 
reefed hard down. A severe northeast gale 
was blowing at the time, but Mr. Templeton, 
who is an expert seaman, believed he could 
handle the dory. When striking the tide rip 
two counter seas, each over five feet high, 
capsized the little boat, and all three were 
thrown into the bay. 

Mr. Templeton assisted the two women on 
to the overturned boat. Then, fearing that 
if any of the ballast was intact the boat 
would sink he dived and loosened the re- 
maining ballast, 

Sings and Cracks Jokes. 

Upon coming up from under the boat Mr. 
Templeton found that Mrs. Gallant, who 
could not swim, but who was frightened near- 
ly into hysterics, wae in the act of jumping 
overboard. It wae with much difficulty that 
he restrained her from doing so. Then he 
sang coon songs and told stories to quiet his 
companions. 

A naphtha launch, seeing the boat's pre- 
dicament, hastened to the rescue. At the 
same time two small but courageous lads, 
Paul Schaible and Tom Small of the Shelter 
Island Heights swimming pavilion, had seen 
and launched @ small sharpie and started to 
the reseve in a heavy running sea. After 
pulling nearly a mile they arrived one minute 
too late, but Mr. Templeton stated tonight 
he intends to see that the boys are rewarded.

Lecturer Tells Winona Conference One 
Thousand Men and Women in China 
Earn Less than $250 a Year. 


Winona Lake, Ind., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
In a lecture tonight before 5,000 people at- 
tending the bible conference here, William 
Edgar Geil of London, speaking on the sub- 
ject of savages, refuted the statement that 
missionaries live in luxury and have an easy 
time. He stated he was not a missionary 
himeelf. neither was he a secretary of any 
board. but after observations taken the world 
over, he made that statement frankly. 

“T have yet to find the missionary who 
lives in luxury,’ he said, “ but I have found 
thousands who do not have the ordinary 
comforts of life.

TOM JOHNSON SAYS WAR. 


MAYOR STATES HIS ATTITUDE 
AGAINST CLEVELAND ELECTRIC. 


Asserts That Corporation Officials 
Show No Disposition to Treat City 
Fairly When Rights of Rival 3 
Cent Fare Line Are Concerned, and 
in Such Cases Only Thing to Use Is 
Clab—Andrews’ Company Seeks an 
Injunction. 


Clevelanc, O., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Johnson today declared war on the Cleveland 
Electric railway company in behalf of the 
city and in favor of the Forest City rallway 
company. Late this afternoon the Cleveland 
Electric asked for an injunction against the 
Forest City company. 

At a conference between the mayor and 
representatives of both companies in an ef- 
fort to reach an amicable agreement regard- 
ing the joint use of Fulton road, Mayor John- 
son became incensed at President Andrews’ 
remarks, questioning City Solicitor Baker's 
sincerity, and the mayor said, addressing 
the Cleveland Electric officials: 

“ There's only one way to make you people 
be decent and fair, and that is to use a club 
on you. I favor the use of the club.” 

And he emphasized his words with a blow 
upon the table. The mayor's ultimatum 
made it clear that from now on it would be 
war to a finish between him and the Cleve- 
land Electric. The latter, he said, was using 
streets on which it had no franchises, and 
police would be sent cut to stop its cars at 
the proper time. 

The Cleveland Electric applied for an in- 
junction to refrain the 3 cent fare road from 
using its tracks in “ free territory,’’ claiming 
the action of the city council making the 
grant was illegal and contrary to the consti- 
tutional rights of the company. 


FUSS OVER GREETING BRYAN. 


“Drummers” Think Politicians Are Try- 
ing to Steal Thunder—May Throw 
the Leaders Out. 


New York, Aug. 24--Harry W.. Walker, 
who has had an active part in arranging 
the reception to be given to W. J. Bryan 
by the Commercial Travelers’ Anti-Trust 
league on Aug. 80, today gave out a state- 
ment to the effect that politicians, headed 
by Alexander Troup of: Connecticut and 
Norman E. Mack of Buffalo are trying to 
control the movement, but that the league 
will have full charge of the arrangements 
even if it has to tell the politicians to retire. 

“Bryan accepted the invitation from the 
Commercial Travelers’ Anti-Trust league,” 
said. Walker, ‘‘and we think that he will 
appear there as stated.”’ 

Mack, who is the democratic national com- 
mitteeman from this state, said in reply to 
the statement that there is a popular im- 
pression that the Bryan reception is a po- 
litical affair and that Bryan regards it that 
way. 

“Why shouldn't politicians take part inh 
it?’”’ he asked. Mack said he is not making 
trouble in the committee and that there is 
no talk of Hearst in the arrangements. 


Nebraskans Off to Greet Bryan. 

Omaha, Neb., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—One 
hundred Nebraskans, including eleven may- 
ors, left Omaha tonight on a special train 
over the Chicago Great Western to meet W. 
J. Bryan as he enters the lower bay of New 
York, assist in welcoming him to Gotham, 
and escort him back to Lincoln. 

Large banners on each side of a combina- 
tion baggage and buffet car bear the inscrip- 
tion, “Nebraska Welcomes Bryan.”’ 

At Chicago the Nebraskans will be greeted 
by the Cook county democracy and Iroquois 
club. The train will make a stop of two 
hours. At several other large cities on the 
route local democratic organizations will 
turn out with banner and band to do honor 
indirectly to their leader.

NEW YORK GRAND JURY BRINGS 
IN BILL WITH 126 COUNTS. 


Discrimination Given and Accepted 
on Oil Rates Described as Out of 
All Proportion te Reason and Fair- 
ness—New York Central Is Indict- 
ed on Two Charges in Same Con- 
nection—Accused of Failure to 


Obey the Law. 


Jamestown, N. Y., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
The federal grand jury investigating alleged 
violations of the Elkins rebate law by the 
Standard O!l company, the Pennsylvania 
railroad company, and the New York Central 
railroad company in the state met here today 
and returned two indictments, one against 
the Standard Oil company, the other against 
the New York Central. 

The charges against the Central are cov- 
vered in a single count, although, according 
to the theory of the prosecution, the com- 
pany equally is guilty with the Pennsylvania 
company in granting rehates. The charge 
of failure to file with the interstate 
commerce commission, as required by law, 
a schedule of rates, which evidence taken 
by the grand jury indicates, was maintained. 

The indictment charges the railroad with 
carrying oll from Olean, N. Y., to Burling- 
ton, Vt., at a rate much lower than that 
given to the general public without filing 
with theinterstate commerce commission any 
schedule showing the rates charged in these 
cases for interstate commerce business. 


126 Counts Against Oil Trust. 

There are 126 counts in the indictment 
against the Standard Oil company. Briefly 
stated the indictment charges unlawful dis- 
crimination in its favor by the Pennsylvania 
railroad company, the New York Central, 
and the Central Vermont railroad company. 
The indictment charges the company re- 
ceived and accepted “freight rates on oil 
shipped from Olean, N. Y., to Burlington, 
Vt., during the year 1904 at a rate of about 
15 cents per hundred weight, while the rate 
on similar shipments from Bradford, War- 
ren, Struthers, Clarendon, Oil City,. Titus- 
ville, Pa., to Burlington was 33 cents. 


Bebates Unfair and Unreasonable. 
It is charged. also that shipments from 
Pennsytvania points to Vermont under sub- 
stantially the same conditions as shipmente 


given and accepted out of all proportion to 
reason and fairness. 

The grand jury some weeks ago returned 
indictments against the Pennsylvania road 
and the Standard for alleged violations of 
the law by shipments from Olean to Rutland, 
Vt. Evidence take at that time paved the 
way to an investigation of the New York 
Central freight rates, consequently the 
grand jury adjourned to give the govern- 
ment’s attorneys time to frame indictments 
deemed advisable. This was accomplished 
and the grand jury met today to indorse the 
indictments prepared. After this had been 
done the jury adjourned for good.

ICR FAMINE PRRILS GIPY 


RAILROADS BLAMED FOR SHORT- 
AGE OF LOCAL SUPPLY. 


Failure of Trains to Arrive on Time 
Causes Many Small Dealers to Sus- 
pend Deliveries, but “The Tribune’’ 
Wagons Will Work as Usual—Nor- 
mal Conditions May Be Restored 
Monday—Hot Weather Makes the 
Laundries Busy. 


Unless the unforeseen happens Chicago will 
be in the grip of an ice famine before the 
end of next week. The supply of ice on hand 
in Chicago nearly is exhausted, and unless 
the railroads manage to improve their carry- 
ing facilities to meet the unprecedented de- 
mand for ice dealers will be unable to fill 
tne orders of their customers. 

A number of small dealers on the south 
side yesterday notified their patrons that 
they would be unable to make,deliveries to- 
day, as their supply would be exhausted. 
The Knickerbocker Icé company for the first 
time in years has exhausted its reserve sup- 
ply and is depending wholly upon the ar- 
rival of trains to fill its orders from regular 
customers. 

Owing to the difficulty with which it is fill- 
ing the orders of its own customers the 
Knickerbocker company has been compelled 
to refuse to sell the product to the smaller, 
independent companies, or to take on any 
new customers. 


Blames Roads for Shortage, 

President Field of the Knickerbocker Ice 
company declared that his company has 
been confronted by a shortage of ice during 
the last four days. 

“There were three or four railroad wrecks 
through which we lost from twenty to twen- 
ty-five car loads of ice,” seid Mr. Field, 
‘‘ and in the face of this the hot weather has 
made the demand for the product almost 
unprecedented. 

“Tf the trains arrive according to schedule 
we shall be able to get back to normal con- 
ditions by Monday by making deliveries all 
day Sunday. If the trains fai) to arrive 
on schedule time I do not know what we 
shall do.”’ 

One dealer in Englewood, James F. Hanes- 
worth, 4504 Dearborn street, declared dur- 
ing the day that he knew of at least twenty 
butcher shops in Englewood where the pro- 
prietors have not been able to secure ice 
for their coolers for several days. Hamnes- 
worth notified his customers that he would 
be unable to fill their orders today. 

In spite of the threatened shortage THB 
TRIBUNE ice wagons will make their reg- 
ular daily deliveries of ice to the worthy 
poor. 

Laundries Work Overtime. 


At the same time that dealers announced 
they were having difficulty in filling their 
orders the laundries made the announcement 
that their patrons need not feel chagrined if 
their laundry ts all the way from a day to 
a week late. Never before, because of 
weather conditions, have the laundries been 
so severely taxed. Every laundry in thecity 
is running overtime in an effort to keep pace 
with the demand for clean summer garments 
Only once before—during the week following 
the laundry workers’ strike—have the laun- 
dries been so busy. 


Weather Due to Moderate. 


Moderate temperature is the prediction of 
the weather bureau fortoday. Early in the 
morning the humidity was unusually high, 
although the temperature was lower. The 
humidity registered 91, while on Thursday 
at the same hour it was 77.

City Sealer Favors Revocation of Li- 
censes Where Dealers Sell Short 
Weight Chunks. 


City Sealer Joseph Grein is planning to 
make things excessively “ warm "’ for thoge 
ice Gealers who persistently have been sell- 
ing “short weight” ice. He wants Mayor 
Dunne to deprive them of their licenses. 

This Napoleonic stroke, apparently never 
before conceived, has the tentative approval 
of Corporation Counsel Lewis, who is looking 
up the law on the subject. The Ice dealers 
take out a license for each wagon, paying a 
fee of $10 apiece. Like other city permits, 
these must have the O. K. of the mayor, who 
may revoke them at any time if he concludes 
that the holder is not a “ fit person.” 

“ This strikes me as the best way of solving 
this problem,” said the city sealer, “I have 
asked Corporation Counsel Lewis to find out 
what our powers are.”

Michael Angelo Rejoins Angeline 
Cozzi in Chicago After He Is Given 
Paternal Kicks When Wooing Her 
at Ufuszsi — Hurdy Gurdy and Old 
Horse Help Them Escape Through 
Evanston—Bride Aged 16, Husband 
a Year Older.

Claims Proof of Bigamy. 

The warrant for the teacher's arrest was 
issued Thursday afternoon by Justice Albert 
F. Keeney, 1159 West North avenue. Weaver, 
who represents himself as a friend of Mrs. 
Goddard and an acquaintance of Prof. 
Frvye’s, declares he has proof of a bigamous 
marriage. Prof. Frye’s bond was signed by 
bis son, E. M. Frye, 1932 Kenmore avenue, 
and the hearing set for Sept. 8. Mrs. God- 
dard, who is represented by Attorney William 
R. Fetzer, is on her way to Chicago to at- 
tend the hearing. 

Word of the coineidence of the Goddard 
and Frye personalities came from South Da- 
kota at the time of Goddard's disappearance, 
but Mrs. Frve refused to discuss it. Prof. 
Frye declares he never has been in South 
Dakota and members of his family refuse 
to believe the accusation made against him. 

“Tf he is guilty I want him punished as 
much as any one.” said his son, ‘‘ but I do 
not have the slightest idea that heis. This 
is a trumped up charge based on a coinci- 
dence.”’ 


PALMER HOUSE POST FALLS; 
WOMEN DODGE; MAN HURT. 


Heavy Iron Pillar at Monroe Street En- 
trance Collapses, Probably Because of 
Being Rusted Through. ~ 


One of the heavy fron posts supporting the 
permanent awning over the women’s en- 
trance to the Palmer house on Monroe street 
collapsed yesterday morning, knocking down 
one man and barely missing several other 
pedestrians. Rust is supposed to have been 
the cause of the fall of the pillar. 

The post, which bore a large lamp in addi- 
tion to supporting the roof over the entrance, 
wae seen to sway back and forth as if in an 
earthquake about 9 o'clock.

Deserts Spouse in Paris and Manages 
to Dispose of Part of Her $8,000 
Worth of Gems Before Apprehen- 
sion—Denies Marriage in Spite of 
‘Church Certificates—Said to Have 
Forged Letter of Credit for $2,500 
in France and Imposed on Wife.

BPRLIN, Aug. 24.—The Lokal Anzeiger 
today announced the arrest at Hamburg yes- 
terday of a man who described himself as 
‘Baron Santos von Dobrowski Donners- 
mark.” He is charged with having recently 
deserted his American wife in Paris, taking 
with him jewelry belonging to her valued at 
$8,000 and also a sum of money. 

The man’s arrest was due to the American 
consul at Hamburg. 

A great part of the jewels had been disposed 
of by the “ baron,”’ but the police seized the 
remainder. * 

The “ baron” is said to be a metal worker 
named Konrad, who was married to an 
American girl of good family in Manila on 

May 4. 
Denies Marriage in Manila. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Aug. 24.—" Baron Donnersmark ” 
ts reported as seying it is not true that he 
was married to an American gir! in Manila. 
Such marriage, though, was performed by 
the Rev. Father Andrew C. Murphy. The 
witnesses were Rupert D. Ferguson and 
wife, Lolita, both of San Francisco, the 
bride’s family friends. On the marriage cer- 
tificate the “baron” gave nis name as 
Santos Dolivo Dobrowski von Donners- 
mark. He stated he was born in Warsaw on 
July 10, 1876. - 

During the voyage from Manila-his bride 
saw a@ notebook tn which her husband kept 
what purported to be cipher notes, but which 
probably was gibberish, similar to the writ- 
ing on a letter of credit which the “ baron ”’ 
forged at Marseilles. This notebook con- 
tained the name of Santo E. Conrad, which 
appears to be the suspected swindler’s real 
namie. 

He undoubtedly is a German subject. 


Wife Confers with Consul. 

The baron’s wife went to Berlin yesterday 
to consult American Consul General Mason, 
who had telegraphed her on hearing of her 
husband's arrest te proceed to Hamburg, 
She replied by starting immediately for Ber- 
lin. 

Macon also telegraphed the Hamburg po- 
lice to hold the “ baron’s ”’ baggage until his 
wife arrived. 

When the steamship Hohenzollern reached 
Naples, Donnersmark told his wife that as 
it was a holiday the banks were closed. He 
would, therefore, send a meseage ashore to 
tell the bank *o tranemit to Genoa a draft 
from his uncle, Count Henkel Donnersmark, 
for which he had cabled from Manila. He 
knew the steamer did not call at Genoa. 

When the steamer arrived at Marseilles 
the “ baron ”’ went to a bank to cash a small 
¢heck. While there he secured some of the 
bank's paper, on which he is said to have 
forged an order on a Paris firm for $2,500. 
This order was written in a jargon which 
was neither French nor any other language. 


Imposes on His Wife. 

He gave the purported forgery to a mes- 
senger boy with instructions to bring it 
later on to the hotel at which he and his 
wife were staying. When the messenger ar- 
rived at the hotel the *‘ baron " opened the 
envelope containing the order beforc his wife 
and made a great point of the speed with 
which his orders had been executed, 

His wife did not understand French, there- 
fore she had to take the “ baron’s"’ word 
for what the note was supposed to say. She 
remarked, though, that the writing of the 
bank clerk was similar to that of the 
“baron.” Thereupon the “ baron "’ flew into 
a passion and lectured his wife for her sus- 
picions, which, he said, were extremely 
Americaniike and characteristic of a par- 
venu. 
The identity of the wife !s being kept secret. 
It was rumored in Paris that she is a niece 
of Gen. Otis, but it is ascertained that this 
is not true.

NEW BANK PLAN. 


Would Turn Over All Remain- 
ing Stensland Assets to 
Sound Corporation. 


IDEA FAVORED BY COURT. 


Receiver J. C. Fetzer Pays Out 
$108,000 in Dividends to 
1,600 Claimants. 


The remaining assets of the wrecked Mil- 
waukee Avenue State bank and al! the other 
wrecked enterprises in which P. O. Stens- 
land was interested may be turned over to 
a new banking corporation to be heid in trust 
until Hquidated aff’er the manner of ordinary 
receivership proceedings. 

Ald. Betifuss, who is fighting hard to in- 
terest prominent Chicago financiers in the 
scheme for a new bank, announced yeeter- 
day that he has received assurance of Judge 
Brentano's willingness to end the receiver- 
ship of the bank as soon as it can be shown 
that a new banking corporation has been 
formed on a sound financial basis. It is as- 
sumed thet the centralization of the various 
Stensiand assets will necessitate a mutual 
agreement between all persons at present 
controlling them. . 

The members of the committee of the De- 
pesitors’. Protective association are striving 
to raise a subscription of $100,000 on the 
northwest side. Ald. Beilfuss believes ifthis 
money is subscribed he will be able toinduce 
some members of the clearing house com- 
mittee to lend the benefit of their names to 
the new enterprise, even if they do not actu- 
ally take over any of the assets. 


Success of Plan Expected. 

“T have received unusual encouragement 
from certain downtown financiers,” said the 
alderman. ‘Judge Brentano will end the 
bank receivership when matters have ad- 
vanced to such a stage that there can be no 
doubt as to the sound backing of the pro- 
posed new bank, We are watching the sit- 
vation in order that we may. secure the 
quarters and fixtures of the Milwaukee Ave- 
mue State bank. I do mot expect to be an 
officer of the new bank.”’ 

“In my judgment the action suggested by 
Ald. Beilfaiss will require unanimity of opin- 
ion and action by the various interests in- 
yolved if it is to be carried through,” said 
Attorney J. W. Loeb, representing Receiver 
Fetzer. “ Otherwise some knotty legal ques- 
tions as to the scope of jurisdiction of the {| 
court may arise.”’ 

It has been suggested that the carrying 
through of the new plan will prcduce a sit- 
vation analogous to. that which exists at 
Zion City, where the receivership is to be 
turned over to trustets at an opportune 
time. The committee, of which 0. T. Moses 
is secretary, is holding. nightly meetings at 
373 Milwaukee avenue. 

At last night's meeting it was estimated 
’ by a member of the committee that between 
$50,000 and $100,000 in tentative subscrip- 
tions have been secured. 


May Indict Ole Stensland. 

Assistant State's Attorney Barbour staied 
that he will present evidence against Ole 
Stensiandc, nephew of Paul O. Stensland, to 
the next grand jury. He will charge con- 
spiracy and will base his evidence on the deal 
in Union Pacific stock, as a result of which 
Former Cashier Hering of the bank is under 
indictment on the charge of stealing $1,000 
on Aug. 2. He will seek to show that Ole 
Stensiand.took part in the transaction by 
persuading Hering to take the money without 
putting in any security. 

Ole Stensiand admitted to a reporter for 
Tue TRIBUNE the conception of the idea to 
buy the stock, but asserted that he did not 
Suggem that Hering buy any. 

“I thought Union Pacific stock a good 
thing to invest in and I went to the bank to 
get $250 to invest with,” he said. ‘“ Hering 
was there and when I told him what 
I wanted he saijd he thought my idea a good 
one and that he would put in $250 on hisown 
hook. He added that a friend of his * on the 
south side’ would put in $500, making $1,000 
to be invested in ali. The stock was pur- 
chased. 

\ Fails to Deposit His Note. 

“TI would have put in my note for $250 had 
it not been so late in the day. Hering told 
me to put in the note the next day, Saturday, 
but I was out somewhere and as the dey was 
a short bank day, I didn’t get in until after 
the close of banking hours. Hering then said 
that I could put in my note on Monday. 
Everybody knows what happened about that 
time. The receiver got the $1,000 back from 
the brokers and I supposed the matter was 
closed.”’ 

The stock was purchased from Finley Bar- 
reli & Co. and a broker named Barstow. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barbour said 
when Ole Stensland was questioned after the 
bank failure he at first admitted owing the 
bank only $550 and said this was covered by 
a $2,500 mortgage on his residence, which he 
valued at $6,000. 

“That is all you owe?” Stensiand was 
asked. 

*‘ Also a note for $50,"" he replied, with some 
hesitation. 7 

“To the bank?’ 

“Yes, sir, one of those slips they have in 
the drawer.”’ 

Stensiand refused to answer any further 
questions except to admit that the money 
was loaned to him three or four weeks ago. 
Mr. Barbour thinks that by “ slips ’’ Stens- 
land meant blank notes such as were found 
on Hering’s desk after the failure. 

The assistant state’s attorney, Inspector 
Shippy, and Marius Kirkeby, one of the di- 
rectors of the bank, held a conference at the 
Criminal Court building in the afternoon.

ACCUSE AIDS OF LAVIN 


ANTI-CRIME OFFICIALS AFTER 
MORE POLICEMEN. 


Three Members of Department Under 
the Inspector Said to Have Fur- 
thered Corrupt Practices——Discov- 
eries Made by Accident and Will 
Be Basis of Additional Charges and 
Trials—Ex-Commander Hires De- 
tectives to Look Into Own Record. 


Three fellow police officials will appear be- 
fore the trial board next week with Inspector 
Lavin to answer to charges that may result 
in their discharge from the force—a result of 
the secret investigations now going onin the 
department. 

The far reaching effects of the disclosures 
of conditions in the south side police circles 
will not be known until after the hearing of 
the charges against Lavin and the other offi- 
cials. Representatives of the Anti-Crime 


} league are making investigations along in- 


dependent lines, and it is on their testimony 
that the three officials associated with Lavin 
will be charged with neglect of duty in vari- 
ous forms. : 

The evidence which may cost Inspector 
Lavin his office was discovered by chance 
while investigating other cases, according to 
the Anti-Crime league's representatives, but 
the disclosures thus made are being followed 
closely and transactions of long standing will 
be aired before the members of the trial 
board next week. 

Chief, Not League, Prosecuting.. 

“J want it understood that we are not 
acting as prosecuting witnesses in the Lavin 
case,”” said Chairman F. J. Shead of the 
executive committee of the league yester- 
day. “That is the chief's own case. [How- 
ever, we ran. across the evidence apparently 
indicating Lavin’s crooked dealings while 
investigating the. Lieut. Mulcahy case, and, 
consequently, will be in a position to give tne 
chief information if he requests it. 

“We have been investigating along other 
lines and will file charges against three other 
officials early next week, probably in time 
for their trials to come off at the same time 
with Lavin's.” 

Mr. Shead refused to give further informa- 
tion regarding the charges or the persons 
against whom they. were to be filed other 
than to say the offending police officials 
were not to be charged with grafting. It is 
believed they were connected with what the 
league investigators call the “ Lavin ring” 
and that they merely were too obedient in 
carrying out the orders of their chief. This, 
according to the league's officers, is suffi- 
cleht to make them of little value as trust- 
worthy policemen and it will be asked that 
they be dropped from the force. 


Lavin Investigates Own Record. 

Lavin, meanwhile, took advantage of. the 
last day before the filing of the mysterious 
‘charges, to prepare himself for defending 
his name and reputation as a police official. 
His first move, believed to be without prece- 
dent, was to hire two detectives to do the 
same thing that the chief's detectives have 
been doing for weeks—investigate his rec- 
ord. 

His intention was to “hurry up" the in- 
vestigations of the chief and bring to light 
everything that might. be. used either for or 
against him, according to his friends. By 
this means, he hopes to stop the “ stringing 
out” of the rumors and stories connected 
with his work in the department. 

Another move of the suspended inspector 
was to throw doubt—slight though it is— 
upon Chief Collins’ legal right to occupy the 
ofiec of head of the police department. He 
is said to be preparing to advance the theory 
that as his leave of absence as captain ex- 
pired two days before it was renewed; the 
chief's connection with the department ex- 
pired also and that he is not the superior 
of an inspector, and therefore cannot suspend 
or discharge the latter. 

At any rate, the Mulcahy scandal, with

These committees will come in contact with 
representatives from the new United Team- 
sters, who will attempt to stampede the 
meeting for Albert Young. It is the plan 
to have a final vote on the question of se- 
ceding at each local meeting. 

Besides the three unions mentioned, the ice 
wagon drivers, packing house teamsters, 
roofing teamsters, and the laundry drivers 
all have meetings scheduled either for to- 
night or tomorrow. 


Shea Attacked in Manifesto. 

As a final appeal on the eve of what is 
counted upon as the supreme test of strength 
between the Shea faction and the opposing 
crowd a manifesto was sent out last night 
from the offices of the United Teamsters.

Peat Fuel Shareholders Meet. 

Several stockholders of the United States 
Peat Fuel company held an informal meet- 
ing in the afternoon In the offices of the 
company in the Fort Dearborn building. 
Bushnell, who is president of this concern, 
was not present. It was said that the pur- 
pose of the meeting was to go over the books 
and check over the accounts so that the 
stockholders could know where their money 
was going. 

During the meeting Detective Clifton R. 
Wooldridge sought an interview with the sec- 
retary, Murray A. Pierson, and asked a num- 
ber of questions. Complaints against this 
concern were made to the police by Miss A. 
Manbank, who; as stenographer in the of- 
fice. was induced to buy stock, and by Will- 
iam H. Bradley, 245 Oakwood boulevard, 
who says he invested $5,000 in the stock. 

It developed :that some $60,000 worth of 
stock has been sold in the three years of the 
company’s existence. To show for this it 
has four or five offices, handsomely furnished, 
an. experimental plant for making fuel out 
of mud, and the patents upon which the con- 
struction of this is based. A subsidiary 
concern, the Imperial Light and Fuel com- 
pany of Montreal, capitalized at $3,000,000, 
is said by Mr. Pierson to own a tract of 1,000 
acres of bog land in Canada, and.in this the 
parent company hasa half interest. Detec- 
tive Wooldridge asserts that the title to this 
land is in the name of T. H. Harris, who is 
president of the subsidiary company. Other 
subsidiary companies are the Mankato 
(Minn.) Peat and Fuel company, capital 
stock $150,000; the Boston Fuel company, 
$1,000,000; the Green River (Ill.) Fuel com- 
pany, $1,000,000. 


Tells of Contracts in Europe. 

Among those present at the meeting was 
John Addison, vice president, who has just 
returned from Europe, where he claims to 
have closed contracts for furnishing $500,000 
worth of peat fuel machines as soon a4 the 
experiments dre proven successful. 

One of the apparently most substantial 
companies with which the two promoters 
have been connected is the International 
Lumber and Development company of Phil- 
adelphia. This is capitalized at $6,000,000, 
and claims, according to a prospectus, to 
own 288,000 acres of land. Among the names 
connected with this are those of William 
H. Armstrong, former United States rail- 
road commissioner; Col. Alex. K. McClure, 
formerly editor of the Philadelphia Times; 
Victor Du Pont Jr., son of the new senator 
from Delaware; and A. G. Stewart, ex-attor- 
ney general of Porto Rico. This concern 
promises dividends of 8 per cent. 


AFTER BALTIMORE ICE CONCERN 


Knickerbocker Stockholders Send Rep- 
resentative'to Negotiate for Pur- 
chase of Eastern Company. 


Leading stockholders of the Knickerbocker 
Ice company of Chicago are supposed to be 
reaching out for the Knickerbocker Ice com- 
pany of Baltimore, which is controlled by 
John W. McKinnon of this city. The deal 
involves $450,000. 

J. J. Fanning of Chicago, who has been 
in Baltimore for several days negotiating for 
the stock of the eastern company, is said to 
represent John 8S. Field and other stockhold- 
ers of the Chicago concern: Mr. McKinnon 
would not say whether this was true last 
night, although he admitted the negotiations 
were in progress, 

Mr. McKinnon said capitalists in Balti- 
more, as well as in Chicago, were after the 
company. It was formed two years ago 
by the consolidation of the Hammond com- 
pany and the Main Lake Ice company, which 
import ice from the Kennebec, paid dividends 
last year, and, according to Mr. McKinnon, 
would pay larger dividends this year. 

Mr. McKinnon said the company had to 
supply Baltimore with 3,000 tons of ice a 
day and 1,000 of that was artificial. The 
natural ice, he added, had been hard to get.

DR. DOTY HEARS OF 20 HOURS A 
DAY ON CALUMET LINE. 


Writes to Company Saying Man Who 
Hes Been on Duty That Length of 
Time Must Be Totally Unfit to Op- 
erate His Car—Sixty Suits Started 
Against Union Traction Company 
for Failure to Keep Agreement 
with the City. 


Dr. Maurice F. Doty, municipal traction 
guardian, has found a new danger for street 
car patrons. He discovered yesterday that 
certain employés of the Calumet Electric 
Street railway company were kept on duty 
for twenty hours last Sunday in order to 
handle the enormous holiday traffic. 

A motorman who has worked for that 
length of time, he thinks, is “ no more fit to 
manage a car than isa drunken man.” 

It did not take the doctor long after having 
been “reliably Informed ’’ upon this point, 
to issue a note to the company, in which he 
said: 

‘Tt seems to me that after a man has 
worked twenty hours at that kind of work 
he would be pretty near useless, so far asthe 
safety of the passengers was concerned, as 
the motormen at least would probably be 
more asleep than awake. I presume there 
is some mistake, as so much inhumanity to 
the men and the safety of the passengers 
would not be tolerated by a first clage rail- 
road.”’ 

“There is nothing in the city ordinance 
that gives me jurisdiction here,’’ said the 
doctor, ‘‘ but I feel that something should 
be done. This company, I am told, is ex- 
tremely ‘economical’ in its management, 
apparently at the expense of its men and the 
safety of its passengers.”

REBEL CAUSE IS GROWING.

WAKE UP TO REBEL STRENGTH. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

HAVANA, Aug. 24.—Unoffictai advices re- 
ceived from the western part of the province 
of Pinar del Rio tonight a¥eto the effect that 
the ineurgent forces now concentrating west 
of San Juan de Martinez are far more 
formidable than had been supposed and also 
are better supplied for a long and aggressive 
campaign. 

A prominent resident of Havana, whose 
word is beyond question, returned this even- 
ing from a three day tour in the vicinity ef 
San Lais and San Juan de Martinez. He said 
that Pino Guerra’s following im Pinar del 
Rio now is certainly from 1,500 to 2,000 men. 
He said the idea of his not having sufficient 
ammunition was ridiculous and that heis 
abundantly supplied with every possible 
necessity. The behavior of his forces is ex- 
cellent. 

All the tobacco plantationg owned by 
Americans and American properties are fly- 
ing the American flag, he said, and are not 
being molested. He said the insurrection- 
ists had eight mules loaded with dynamite 
and that lately they had received supplies 
from unknown sources. He positively de- 
clared that fully 100 members of the rural] 
guard had deserted and joined the insur- 
rectionists since the trouble began amd that 
practically all Cubans in western Cuba were 
eympathizers with the movement. 


Palma Works Day and Night. 


President Palma has not left the palace 
this week. He is constantly receiving reports, 
holding consultations, and issuing orders. He 
is assisted in his work by his two right hand 
men in the cabinet, Font Sterling, secretary 
of the treasury, and Gen. Rafael Montalvo, 
secretary of public works, who, since the 
resignation of Sefior O’Farrill, secretary of 
state and justice, divide the duties of those 
offices between them. The three continue 
at their work until nearly morning. 

President Palma bears the strain of his 
labors remarkably well, considering his age, 
and does not appear especially fatigued in 
spite of the arduous nature of the duties he 
has performed for the last four years, con- 
tending most of the time with a hostile con- 
gress. The president is hopeful of the out- 
come, and is confident of thfe loyalty of Cu- 


bans in general. 
Fighting Near Havana. 


At San Antonio de Los Banos, Havana 
province, and situated twenty-one miles 
southwest of Havana city, a detachment of 
fural guards today encountered a band of in- 
surgents. Of the latter two were killed, their 
comrades dispersing. 

Col. Pino Guerra, the insurgent leader, 
with his command, left San Juan de Mar- 
tinez this morning with the object of occupy- 
ing Guanes, situated on the extension of the 
Western railway, which is not yet In opera- 
tion. San Juan de*Martinez was soon after- 
wards occupied by government troops. 

The government regards Guerra’s move- 
ment on Guanes as being a retreat before 
the forces sent against him from the city of 
Pinar del Rio. 

Guerra, on the other hand, declared pre- 
vious to his departure from San Juan de 
Martinez that after occupying Guanes and 
getting accessions from the people in the 
lower, part of the Vuelta Abajo district he 
would return and surround and capture Pinar 
del Rio without the shadow of a doubt. 

Upon the ability of Guerra to capture that 
city depends, it is believed here, the outcome 
of the insurrection. The occupancy by the 
insurgents of the towns southwestward of 
Pinar del Rio is considered to be only pre 
liminary to a movement on Pinar del Rio. 


All Depends on Loyalty. 

A serious question is whether the popula- 
tions of the captured towns and that of the 
thickly settled and marvelously rich Vuelta 
Abajo tobacco region surrounding them will 
join Guerra's forces. If they do the insur- 
gem leader will approach Pinar del Rio in 
overwhelming force. 

The outcome depends on the loyalty or dis- 
loyalty of the people. It is undeniable that 
Guerra is gathering hundreds of veterans 
and others under his leadership. 

A letter received here from a reliable cor- 
respondent, who visited Guerra at San Juan 
de Martinez, says that his force amounts to 
2.000men. All the people in that part of the 
country are liberals and sympathizers with

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the insurrection, but it is declared Guerra has 
not sufficient ammunition either to take 
Anar del Rio or sustain a prolonged fight.

People Distrust Palma. 


Reports from the country districts say 
that the people generally have been infiu- 
enced by the liberal leaders and are inclined 
to be distrustful of the motives of President 
Palma’s government. Therefore, they readily 
sympathize with the cause of the insurgents. 
In the cities there is much more approach 
to genuine patriotism, but the government's 
offér of $2 pay per day for all recruits does 
not meet with more than slow response. 
Many men are interested in the crisis, as on- 
lookers, but a genuine, general desire to 
fight for the government Is lacking. (®ix 
hundred troops started this afternoon by 
train from Pinar del Rio for San Juan de 
Martinez. 

In an interview today Alfredo Zayas, vice 
president of the senate and leader of the 
liberal party, said: ‘“‘ The liberals will take 
no action or maké any official statement with 
regard to the present revolt unless the inde- 
pendence of Cuba should be menaced by ac- 
tions of the revolutionists or the government 
which would be likely to bring outside inter- 
ference.” 

Senator Zayas admitted that it was true 
the majority of the insurgents are liberals, 
but claimed that there are also moderates 
and’ Nunestas among the insurgents. The 
liberals, he said, always have been opposed 
to resorting to arms and did not countenance 
the present method of protest against the 
manner of the holding of the last elections. 


Jose Miguel Gomez in Jail. 


José Miguel Gomez, who was a candidate 
for the presidency last fall and who was ar- 
rested Aug. 21 at his residence near Sancti 
Spiritus, province of Banta Clara, arrived 
here from Batabano on a special train early 
this morning and had been escorted to the 
city jail before his arrival in the city be- 
came known. 

Gomez, in an interview in jal! later In the 
day, said: 

“J declare that I have never had any 
knowledge of this unfortunate conflict and 
that if I had conspired against President 
Palma’s administration I have more, than 
sufficient pride to boldly admit it now. You 
may assure the people of the United States 
that I have not conspired to disturb the 
peace and prosperity of the country.” 

Gomez declared that he had been arrested 
because many of his friends were in arms 
and he reiterated his denial of complicity tn 
the ineurrection. 


CALL PALMA A PRISONER. 
Tampa, Fila., Aug. 24.—The steamship Gus- 
sie, arriving here today from Havana, was 
loaded to full capacity with tobacco, which is 
being rushed out of the island by importers, 
Information received from private sources 
by this boat states that President Palma is 
virtually a prisoner itn the palace at Havana 
and that he hase not left it for a week. 
Indications are that the situation'on the 
island is much worse than is known to the 
outside world.

NEW QUAKES SHAKE CHILL 


VALPARAISO REFUGEES DRIVEN 
BACK INTO HOMES BY RAIN. 


Cold and Wet Compel the Houseless 
Thousands to Seek Shelter in Half 
Ruined Buildings—10,000 Laborers 
Working Eighteen Hours a Day in 

the Debris and in 

Searching for the Bodies of the 

Dead. 


Clearing Away 


VALPARAISO, Aug. 24.—Renewed earth- 
quake shocks this morning added to the alarm 
of the scores of thousands of homeless ref- 
ugees, while the cold rain which fell last 
night increased their misery. 

When the rain began falling thousands of 
refugees deserted their tents and returned 
to their half ruined houses. Almost all the 
walls of the houses are cracked, but the 
buildings, damaged as they were, were pref- 
erable to the cold and wet of the camps and 
many of the people had to watk long distances 
carrying their bed clothes on their shoulders. 

There are no conflagrations, but the blow- 
ing up of damaged and dangerous structures 
with dynamite continues, and loud. explo- 
sions are frequently heard. Otherwise the 
town has assumed an almost normal appear- 
ance, 

Child Found in Ruins, 

About 10,000 workmen are employed in 
clearing away the ruins here and in search- 
ing for bodies of those who lost their lives 
during the earthquake and fires. In the 
wreckage of a house today workmen found 
a child alive in a barrel, which had protected 
it from harm. 

The men engaged in the work of searching 
the ruins are working eighteen hours per 
day, and on all sides everything possible ig 
being done to ameliorate the situation. In 
view of the crowded state of the tented dis- 
tricts in this city camps are being formed 
outside the town. Sailors from the Chilean 
warships are assisting the bakers ashore in 
making bread for the homeless people. 


Must Rebuild Completely. 

The minister of the interior is of the opinion 
that it will be necessary to pull down the 
ruins and rebuild completely the whole Al- 
mendral Quarter from Victoria square to 
Delicias avenue, and from there to the sea 
and as far as Cerro. 

Bodies are still being taken out of the ruins, 
and. thus far about 700 have been buried. It 
is said that an epidemic is almost certain to 
occur at Valparaiso as a result of the in- 
sanitary conditions existing there.

Wanted te Dig Baltic-Black 
. Sea’ Waterway. 


WAS TO LEND $100,000,000, 


Scheme Fell Through, and Plan 
to Control State Bank Shared 
the Same Fate.

PARIS, Aug. 24.—The sober and usually 
well informed Temps prints tonight a re- 
markably fantastic story concerning an al- 
lewed project. of “M. Rockefeller’. (no 
initials given) to advance Russia 800,000,000 
francs ($100,000,000) in golt and undertake. 
the work of cénetructing a ship canal to con- 
nect the Baltic and. Black seas. 

M. Rockefeller, the Temps says, sent an 
agent to St. Petersburg to ask the Russian 
government for a concession for the Baltio- 
Black sea canal, which the Tempe explaine 
is the same canal known ase the Flourens 
project. M. Rockefeller, it says, had on his 
hands caravanes (construction outfits) which 
served his ‘‘ Missouri, Lake Ontario, and 
Manchester canals,’’ and which he did not 
want to remain inactive. 


Proposed to Advance $100,000,000. 

Counting on the great benefit that would 
accrue from the expropriation of land, he 
proposed to advance 500,000,000 francs in 
gold, taking as his reimbursement fractional 
paper, payable periodically as the work ad- 
vanced. 

Count de Witte, according to the Temps, 
favored the project, but wiser financiers told 
him he was chasing a mirage and warned him 
that it must be a trap, as the United States 
would not let any such sum in gold leave 
that country unless there were excellent 
reasons for it. Then count de Witte thought 
for the first time of a plan for the transfor- 
mation of the Russian state bank into a-cor~ 
poration of which he would be the governor. 


Huge Bank Deal in Scheme. 

The private corporation was to retain all 
the privileges enjoyed by the state bank. The 
government was to withdraw all state gold 
now in the bank, amounting to 600,000,000. 
rubles (about $300,000,000), and .the share- 
holders of the new carporation were to re- 
place this by an equal amount. ie 

The project, according to the Temps’ St. 
Petersburg correspondent, was severély crit- 
clsed in the best informed circles in St. Peters- 
burg, but the plan was said to'be favored by 
German bankers and also by Emperor Will- 
lam, who telegraphed his approval a few 
hours before the dissolution of the duma, 

The correspondent adds that many in St. 
Petersburg do not doubt that the project was 
discussed at the recent Cronberg interview. 

The Temps’ article is called forth by the Is- 
suance today of a denial by the Paris agent 
of the Russian minister of finance of the 
statements printed in the last few days to the 
effect that the state bank was to be trans- 
formed into a stock company. 

The Temps says it is true at the present 
moment that this transformation plan has 
not been adopted, but it avers not only 
has such a plan existed but that it is not 
definitely abandoned, 


ALLEGED MOB LEADER FREE; . 
JURY IS UNABLE TO AGREE. 


Twenty Ballots Taken in Galbraith Case 
at Springfield, Mo., Ten Members 
Standing for Acquittal. 


Springfield, Mo., Aug. 24.~—The jury in the 
case of Doss Galbraith, the alleged leader of 
the mob which lynched three negroes here 
in April last, and who was on trial charged 
with second degree murder, was discharged 
by the court today when it reported that its 
members were unable toagree. The jury had 
considered the case for more than twenty- 
four hours. 

After the jury was discharged its members 
freely admitted that the vote stood ten for 
acquittal and two for conviction. Twenty 
ballots were taken, and there was no change 
after the first ballot. 

The defense announced that it was ready 
for a new trial immediately. It is not be- 
lieved, however, that the state will try the 
case again. Gov. Folk and Attorney General 
Hadley assisted the prosecution, the attorney 
geveral and his assistants taking an active 
part in the proceedings.

Charles H’ Genslinger resigned as secre- 
tary of the Illinois Athletic club yesterday, 
terminating the fight which has been car- 
ried on against him by many members of 
the club. The board of directors at once 
accepted the resignation and elected George 
Lytton secretary. 

After the meeting the directors announced 
that the club had passed the crisis in its 
financial affairs. 


Club Practically Out of Debt. 


The official statement regarding the finan- 
cial condition of the club, as issued by Presi- 
dent William Hale Thompson, follows: 

“The club has paid Thompson-Starrett 


_Co., the contractors, all moneys due to them, 


$64;875, and has also paid Caryl Young, the 
owner of the ground, $6,250, the rent due up 
to Oct. 1, so that the club is today entirely 
out of debt with the exception of a few minor 
current accounts. On Aug. 15 subscriptions 
amounting to $225,000, out of $300,000 total 
authorized issue of bonds, were subscribed 
for and notices have been sent to the sub- 
scribers to pay in their subscriptions at once. 

“The members.of the club have further 
been notified to pay in their annual dues in 
advance, in accordance with a pesolution 
adopted at a special meeting of the club mem- 
bers. This will bring into the treasurey of 
the club approximately $100,000 and together 
with the proceeds of the bond sale will in- 
sure the completion of the building and the 
furnishing the same. 


New Members Will Be Admitted, 


“The club has a membership of nearly 
8,500,"" declared Mr. Thompson, “and now 
that ite finances are in such excellent condi- 
tion it is expected that new memberships will 
be taken up rapidly. There will be a special 
meeting of all the members of the club on 
Tuesday evening for the purpose of discus- 
sing the question of increasing the number 
of directors from six to nine and a number 
of other matters affecting the welfare of the 
organization. Success now is assured to the 
club.” 


TELEPHONE GIRLS GO BACK, 
HAVING WON THEIR STRIKE. 


Company Consents to Build Another En- 
trance, So Employes Need Not Pass 
Through Offensive Alley. 


The striking telephone girls went Lack to 
work in the “‘ central’’ exchange yesterday 
morning through the entrance of the Chicago 
Title and Trust company’s building, 100 
Washington street, having won their fight. 
Hereafter they will not have to use the alley 
entrance and may thus avoid the saloons 
and barroom loafers incident thereto. An- 
other entrance is to be built. 

Secretary J. M. Glenn of the I/Hnois Manu- 
facturers’ association replied to the defense 
of the Chicago Telephone company made by 
ite president, Arthur D. Wheeler, touching 
the question of extension telephones. Among 
other things Mr. Glenn said: 

“ The reasom Mr. Wheeler wants to charge 
on a basisof the number of messages handled 
from or to a firm ig that the company wishes 
to realize an enormous profit. When the 
branch exchange service was installed the 
company charged $125 for each trunk line and 
$100 for each interior extension. 
Manufacturers’ association had this scaled 
down and the interior extensions were finally 
reduced to $6 a year. WBither the original 
charge was robbery or the present one is 
siiy. But the phone company is not aito- 
gether without wits and while reducing in- 
terior’ extension charges it has increased 
those for trunk lines to over $300 a year.”

CARD OF SICK ROOM AND VENTILA- 
TION IN WARM WHATHER. 

“That a man never feels so badly that he will 
not feel worse if no one asks him what he is feel- 
ing badly about.”’ 

Keep the bed fresh and clean with plenty 
of changes. 

One set of bed linen should be aired during 
the day while another set is used at night. In 
the morning reverse the order. This saves so 
much clean linen and at the same time en- 
ables one to always have well aired bedding. 
Keep the bed free from crumbs after the tray 
has been served. (A whisk broom is good to 
use for this purpose.) 

There should be no unnecessary hangings or 
furniture about the sick room. No carpets, 
ase curtains, etc. Make the bed twice a 

ay.

When the patient beéomes heated or rest- 
less from lying in one place loosen the draw 
sheet and move the patient over to a cool, 
fresh part of the bed. (The draw sheet is a 
small sheet placed over the under sheet and 
extends from below the shoulder blades to 
the knees, and is tucked in on either side 
with the undersheet. A long sheet may be 
oes from hem to hem to serve as a draw 
sheet.

Bathe the patient freely. The chief func- 
tion of the skin is to maintain the balance of 
heat between the body and the outer air, 
consequently the pores are to be kept open 
and this is only done by bathing. 

A sponge bath followed with an alcohol rub 
is often refreshing and soothing. As alcohol 
closes the pores, baking soda in water is 
often recommended in all feverish diseases. 

Give the patient plenty of good drinking 
water, even if it is not asked for by him. 
Have the water cool but not ice cold. Chill 
the water by placing it next to the ice and 
not by putting ice in the water. 

Ice may contain disease germs. Acid drinks 
are refreshing when they are permitted by 
the physician. 

Try to anticipate the patient's wants and 
thus relieve him of the nervous strain of ask-

Proper ventilation of the room is tmport- 
ant. 

Ventilation is the circulation of air whereby 
pure air replaces impure air. Two openings 
are necessary, one to allow the pure air to 
enter and another to let impure air escape. 

Avoid drafts. When possible the patient 
can be removed to another room while his 
own is being ventilated. 

If this is not possible see that he is well pro- 
tected before the windows are opened.

In summer keep the sick room as cool as 


possible. 


A large block of ice placed near the bed is 


‘effective in lowering tHe temperature of the 


room. Pails of ice water in which are 
branches of trees may be placed in front of 
open windows and. will give a refreshing air 
and act as a screen to break the direct cur- 
rent of air. 

The hose turned on the lawn. just outside 
the window will cool the air of the room. Elec- 
tric fans (where there is electricity in the 
house) or one with a portable battery can be 
obtained at a cost of about $14. 

Heavy towels wrung out of ice water and 
fastened to the window cools the air. 

The most important thing Is to get the pa- 
tient interested in other things, when he 
seems restless, and thus take his mind from 
the thought of how hot the weather happens 
to be.

ARIZONA. 

New Mexico and Arizona cannot be- 
come a state unless a majority in each 
territory shall vote in the affirmatire. 
There has been littie doubt of the readi- 
ness of New Mexico to accept joint state- 
hood, but it has been generally assumed 
that Arizona would not. There was such 
a fervor and frenzy of protest while the 
matter was before congress against what 
was called an unhallowed and = IHated 
union with New Mexico that it was sup- 
posed almost everybody in the southern- 
most territory would vote in the negative. 
Congress could not be moved. Its final 
word was “joint statehood or nothing.” 

Some dispatches from Arizona indicate 
that not all are for rejecting the con- 
gressional offer. In two counties dele- 
gates favorable to joint statehood have 
been elected to he republican territorial 
convention which is to meet next month. 
In one of the counties the delegation was 
elected in spite of the strenuous opposi- 
tion of officials of the Southern Pacific 
raroad. It has frequently been = said 
that the railroads and sgme other corpor 
ations were largely responsible for the 
protests against joint statehood. They, ft 
fs said, wonld prefer to have Arizona re 
main a terriform so tliat they might con- 
tinne to enjoy low taxztion and several 
other profitable privileges. 

Wndotbtedly every citizen of Arizona 
would prefer separate to joint statehood, 
but when it comes to the pinch a larger 
number of the people than has been sup- 
posed may deem it better to take half 1 
loaf than no bread. It may be that there 
was some bluffing in the fiery assurances 
that Arizona never, never would come 
into the union of states linked with New 
Mexico. : : 

Tf the republican party in the territory 
shall declare for joint statehood there 
may be a chance for it. The democrats, 
however, will probably be on the other 
side. So will the corporations. But their 
desire to -have Arizona remain a territory 
for selfish reasons may make votes for 
statehood. The voters, irrespective of 
party. may reason that what is best for 
the corporations. will not be best for them. 


THE MOTE AND THE BEAM. 

It has been but a few weeks since the 
newspapers of England, France, and Ger- 
many were filled with stories of shameful 
‘ conditions in American packing houses. It 
was apparent then that no self-respecting 
inhabitant of any one of those countries 
could longer eat any American meat prod- 
uct. The voices of cleanliness, patriotism, 


the Germans have found out that human 
nature is much the same the world: over. 
In every country there is need of inspection 
and constant vigilance, and everywhere 
critics should keep in mind a well known 
story relating to a mote and a beam. 


THE ANTI-TRUST CAMPAIGN. 

The republican congressional campaign 
will be carried on in the courts as well 
a8 on the stump. There is where the re- 
publicans have the advantage over their 
opponents. _ Next month the federal 
courts will reopen after the summer va- 
cation, and “trust busting ” will begin on 
a grand scale. In several judicial dis- 
tricts cases which are on the dockets will 
be brought up for trial. In other districts 
evidence which has been obtained against 
trusts will be submitted to grand juries. 
The inghisitive and untiring investigators 
of the department of justice are all the 
time getting fresh material to keep grand 
juries busy during the winter months. 
A grand anti-trust campaign, with the 
attorney general of the United States in 
active command, is about to begin. The 
Standard Oil company and other odious 
combines are to be brought to the bar of 
justice. While the campaign is going on 
democratic orators may repeat from a 
thousand stumps the assertion of the Illi- 
nois democratic platform that the admin- 
istration “‘has proceeded in a half heart- 
ed way to prosecute a few trusts,” but 
they will capture no votes for party 
nominees. The voter who is particularly 
anxious to see the trusts beaten to their 
knees will inevitably be greatly influenced 
by the. successful .prosecution of some 
trusts and by the persistent war which is 
being waged against others. The nerv- 
ousness and the acute discomfort mani- 
fested by the chiefs of the great trusts 
convince an observant man that the anti- 
trust campaign is not a half hearted one. 
Political exigencies force the democrats 
to complain in platforms and speeches 
that too little is being done to bring tite 
trusts to account. The average man will 
not be stirred up to mutiny by that com- 
plaint, for he sees that much is* being 
done—that a new culprit'is being haled 
up for judgment. almost daily. The’ pa- 
pers he reads are full -of trust indictments 
and trials. He cannot-help concluding 
that quite as much is being done as there 
would be if democracy were in the saddle.

THE VALUE OF PARTY. 
Washington took special occasion to in- 
dicate his fears of the dangers to the republic 
which would attend the rise and develop- 
ment of party. In most respects remarka- 
bly sane in his views of public questions 
and forecasting the future with a certainty 
which almost indicated prescience, his the- 
ories about the dangers of party were based 
upon the analogies of Rome and were proved 
valueless by the developments of later years. 
For the importance of party divisions has 
been pretty clegriy proved during the nearly 
twelve decades of government under the 
constitution. 

There are those nowadays who would en- 
courage the manifestation of individuaiism 
at the expense of party ailegiance. It is an 
era of pretty free thought and of genera] 
education. Every commuter traveling to 
the bank or the office has his favorite news- 
paper, glancing hurriedly but with sure 
observation at the collected tidings of the 
doings of the world for a day. On the train 
load of workmen, running at an édrlier 
hour perhaps, the same sight may be seen. 
The banker, the merchant, the carpenter, 
the day laborer, each according to his tastes, 
devours the news and forms his judgments 
of men and measures. There never was 
such a time for freedom of opinion. 

The machinery of politics is being modi- 
fied to conform to this tendency of the age. 
The nomination by bosses may be accom- 
plished even in spite of attempted primary 
reforms, but each primary law is an im- 
provement upon the former, and there is 
increasing respect paid to the opinion of the 
individual voter, an opinion which no pru- 
dent boss ignores. Even when the contr! 
was absolutely in the hands of a few'there 
has always been the demand that the in- 


judgments. 

But there is a vast difference between 
party allegiance and allegiance to party 
bosses. Most questions have two sides, 
upon one or the other of which the opin- 
ions of mankind will center. In many

It makes no difference wheth- 
er cupidity blinds the man who wishes 
to get something for nothing. or fair ap- 
pearances deceive the man who is will- 
ing to pay a fair price but is not in a 
position to investigate, the law must pro- 
tect him. But the man who buys peaches 
can protect himself if he Is willing to

Mr. Gaswell—** Why—er—I thought he was 


ING EDWARD has had no end of trou- 
. ble and annoyance with his chauf- 


feurs, and there is no department that 


has been a source of more irritation 

and of every kind of vexation than 
that which has charge of his motor carriages, 
which, paradoxical as ft may sound, is sub- 
ject. to the control of the master of the horse 
namely: the earl of Sefton. - Aside from the 
question of sobriety, which is so indispensa- 
ble where chauffeurs are concerned, those 
taken into the king’s employ seem to have 
had their heads turned thereby and to have 
imagined that, because they happened to 
be attached to the royal household, they were 
placed thereby, HNke their master, above the 
law. 

The king himself is exempt from the pro- 
visions of the law on the subject of speeding, 
and the members of the royal family, the 
cabinet ministers, and the principal digni- 
taries of the crown, although their motors 
have to be licensed (which the king’s are 
not), are provided with white. police cards 
which endow them with immunity from inter- 
ference by the police in connection with the 
speed regulations on the understanding that 
they are rushing about the country on the 
king’s business, which brooks of no delay, 
and are therefore entitled to special facilities 
on the king’s highway.

But the chauffeurs of the king and of the 
members of his family appear to think that 
they are entitled to the same privileges when 
they have no royal passengers on board, and 
it was owing to this that one of them, in the 
employ of Prince Arthur of Connaught, was, 
with his master’s acquiescence, arrested and 
fined, his dismissal from royal service fol- 
lowing immediately afterwards. 

Moreover, these royal chauffeurs have been 
anything but amenable to discipline, have 
constantly raised objections to being treated 
as servants, and finally so disgusted the king 
that he applied to the chief commissioner of 
the metropolitan. police in London and now 
employs as chauffeurs none but specially 
trained privates and sergeants of the A 
division of the metropolitan police, who have 
this advantage, they are splendidly dis- 
ciplined, that their antecedents are a matter 
of the fullest kind of official record, and that 
besides acting as chauffeurs they are quali- 
fied to furnish police protection to the king 
on his motor expeditions.

Then, too, there is no 
necessity of any such law, as the questionof 
succession is already determined by the 
terms of the constitution establishing the 
kingdom of the Netherlands, which was 
guaranteed in 1815 by France, Austria, Great 
Britain, and Russia, all of which nations, 
therefore, would have to be consulted in the 
event of any attempt to modify the terms 
of those clauses of the Dutch constitution 
which determine the succession.

He issued orders to- 
day to Public Printer Stillings that here- 
after all messages from the president and 
all other documents emanating from the 
White house shall be printed In accordance 
with the recommendation of the spelling re- 


.form committee headed by Brander Mat- 


thews, professor of English at Columbia uni- 
versity. ) 

This. committee has published, a list of 
300 words in which the spelling is reformed. 
This list contains such words as “ thru” 
and “tho” as the spelling for “ through” 
and “ though.” 

The president's official sanction of this re- 
form movement is regarded as the most 
effective and speediest method of inaugura- 
dng the new system of spelling throughout 
the country. 

Not only will the printed documents ema- 
nating from the president utilize the reform 
spelling but his correspendence also will be 
spelled in the new style. 

Seoretary Loeb has sent for the list of 
300 words which have been reformed, and 
upon its arrival immediately will order all 
correspondence of the president and of the 
executive force of the White house spelled 
in accordance therewith. As the spelling 
reform committee shall adopt new reforms 
they will be added to the president's list 
and also to that of the public printer. 

While the order to the printer today does 
not contemplate an immediate reform in 
the spelling of official documents from the 
executive departments in Washington, it is 
regarded as more than likely the respec- 
tive heads of the department will fall in 
line with the president’s ideas and have 
their official documents printed in the new 
spelling. 

On June 18 last the simplified spelling 
board made public a list of 300 simplified 
spellings which had been decided upon by 
the board.

Instruments in Russian Plots to C 
the Obrenovitch Dynasty. 


CHAPTER IX. 


N this painful history of the saddest trag- 
edy in contemporary times, the chapter 
which I now write is the most painful to 
me. 

I frankly accuse Russia of having 
planned deliberately, and accomplished mer- 
cilessly, the ruin of the Obrenovitch dynasty. 
And I will show that to accomplish that ob- 
ject the Ruselan official and unofficial di- 
plomacy did not hesitate to apply methods 

of such intensely Asiatic medievalism that 
the mind and morality of western Europe 
hardly can realize that such actions would 
have been possible at the end of the nine- 
teenth and the beginning of the twentieth 
century. 

I regret to have to proffer such an eccuca- 
tion against the Slavonic, holy, orthodox 
Ruseia. I regret: it the more as I believe it 
now ‘is inevitable ‘hat the Servian nation— 
as well as the Bulgarian nation—sooner or 
later will be merged into and absorbed by 
the great empire of the czar. The majority 
of the Servian people, represented as they 
are by the radical party of all shades, al- 
ready is now more Russian than Servian. 

> 


There are between five and six millions of 
Servians in the Balkan penineula, two and 
a half millions forming the population of 
the independent kingdom of Servia. The 
Servians belong to the great family of Sla- 
vonic nations. Ethnographically they are 
first cousins to the Russians, Bulgarians, 
Poles, Czechs, Slovaks, and Slavonians, and 
they are brothers to the Croats. Their lan- 
guage is similar to the Russian, only it is 
softer, clearer, and more musical.. The let- 
ters of their alphabet mostly are identical 
with the Russian. 

With the exception of about 250,000 Cath- 
olic Servians of Bosnia, all other Servians 
belong to the orthodox easterm or so-called 
Greek church. In their churches they use 
the. old Slavonic language, which is iden- 
tical with the language used in the Russian 
churches, There therefore undoubtedly are 
important and mighty links which bind the 
Servian people to the Russians. To the eth- 
nographic, linguistic, and religious bonds we 
must add the political bonds by which Rus- 
sia, not unsuccessfully, tried to bind the 
Servian netion to herself. 

—.- 


The Servians rose in 1801, by their own 
free impulse and by thefr own initlative, 
egainst the Turks. After a few prominent 
men had refused to be their leader they 
elected the Black George Petrovitch (com- 
monly known as Kara George) for their 
supreme leader (verhovni vozd). Under his 
leadership they fought succesefully, and the 


largest part of the present kingdom prac- 


tically was free in 1805. In 1807 the porte, 
on the eve of a war with Russia, offered to 


‘grant the Servians amnesty and recognize 


Kara George as their prince, vassal to the 
sultan. But Russian agents came to Servia 
and determined Kara .George to reject the 
porte’s offer, and joim the Servian forées 
with the Russian in the’miltary operations 
egainst the Turks. The Servians fought as 
the Russian aliies for nearly five years. 
But when the Russiane in 1812 were forced 
on the eve of the French invasion to conclude 
hurriedly peace with Turkey in Bucharest, 
they sacrificed their Servian allies, stipulat- 
ing only an indemnity to.be granted by the 
sultan 
a 

The Turkish forces invaded Servia in 1813, 
and Kara George, after nine years’ hard 
fighting to secure his country’s independence, 
was obliged to abandon the struggle, and 
left Servia, taking refuge at Kisheneff, on 
Russian soil. 

Milosh Obrenovitch; one of the subordinate 
voyvodes (generals) of Kara George, would 
not leave the country. Recognized by the 
Turks as the chief of the Servian rayah, he 
started a new and general insurrection of the 
Servians against them, on the Palm Sunday 
of 1815, at the small church of Takovo in the 
center of Servia. Without any aid from Rus- 
sia he, after several victories, entered into 
negotiations with the Turks, and secured for 
Servia its autonomy, and for himself ac- 
knowledgment as the prince of Servia. After 
this important success was achieved by the 
Servians themselves, the Russians began 
again to take interest inServianaffairs. The 
Russian ambassadbr in Constantinople, 
Baron Stroganoff, was of great help to Prince

Of 88,- 
000,000 people only 5,000,000 have had any 
protection at all against the food adulter- 
ators. These revelations are so alarming 

that it is clear if the French newspaper 
theory, proclaimed when American pack- 
ing houses were under fire, should be fol- 
lowed, that our government should be at 
once appealed to to suspend all rela - 
d ships with France, and every American @h- 
~ sen should use his utmost endeavor to reduce 
the sale of French goods offered in our mar- 
kets, and give all his infldence for the up- 
building of American manufactories. 

To make the situation more disturbing 
there is a report from Berlin that the gov- 
ernment medical department ‘has issued a 
statement regarding Prussian bakeries and 
slaughter houses, showing dreadful} condi- 
tions. Many of the butchering establish- 
ments are found to be in cellars, where 
there was no chance for cleanliness, In 
others there was no place for employés to 
wash. When it came to bakeries the situa- 
tion was found absolutely revolting, boys 
kneading dough with their feet,. for in- 
stance, and in one case a bakery was oc- 
eupied by cats and hens. One baker used 
his oven for a goosepen, These disturbing 
revelations in an official report show clearly 
—that is, if the German newspaper theory 
of a few months ago should be adopted— 
that every American should religiously ex- 
clude from his habitation anything “made 
in Germany,” and, if necessary, the gov- 
ernment should pass rigid laws to prevent 


hecoming the recognized and traditional 
creed of one party in antagonism to 
another collection, denominated the plat- 
form of the opposition.

A RECKLESS ‘‘ BOY MAYOR.’** 

Chicago, Aug. 24.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—I see by this morning’s TRIBUNE that 
the ** Boy Mayor” of Milwaukee arrived in 
Chicago yesterday evening, having made 
“the run from Milwaukee in his forty horse 
power automobile in five hours.” Now, as 
the distance by rail is eighty-five miles, and 
longer by the highways, this “ Boy Mayor ” 
must have averaged over seventeen miles an 
hour over the entire route. running through 
the streets of towns and villages at least half 
the distance. 

As the law of Illinois places a limit of fif- 
teen miles an hour on automobiles in the state 
at large, and recognizes the authority of 
cities and villages to fix a slower limit on 
their streets, it is evident that this “ Boy 
Mayor” has started his run from “ Milwau- 
kee to New York” to lecture on “ The Young 
Man in Polities”’ with as flagrant an exhi- 
bition of lawlessness as can be imagined. 

When you consider that it is the duty of 
mayors to set their faces against such maur- 
derous violations of the law and “ not bear 
the knife’ themselves, I would like to know 
THE TRIBUNR’s views on this *‘ Boy May- 
or’s "’ boastful performance.

Views of Chicago Educators,

me for four or five lines ahead and as many 
after. It gives me a pain. Why, the whole idea 
reminds me of the old fellow who wanted 
congress to appropriate $50,000 for the im-

“It will take about as long to reform 
spelling as it would to reform the alimentary 
canal. I know you can prove mathemati- 
cally that by cutting out a few letters you 
can save nineteen seconds in every eight 
lines, but I guess I'm a Httle old fashioned in 
my spelling ideas.”’ 

“I approve heartily of the move towarde 
phonetic spelling,”’ said Acting President 
Harry Pratt Judson of the University of 
Chicago. “I feel, however, that the move 
towards the change should be slow. In start- 
ing, as President Roosevelt has done, I be- 
lieve much may be accomplished. It is my 
personal opinion that great benefits will come 
from ridding our words of the many useless 
letters.”’ ;

The book suggests those monstrous draw- 
ings of Beardsley’s* which had on them the 
mystic imprint of ancient evil; it brings to the 
mind recollections of the frequent reports of 
Satan worship instituted in recent years in 
London and in Paris, and continued unre- 
mittingly, it is alleged. at Bombay and Cal- 
cutta, the seats of those curlous eastern agso- 
Clations whose reason for existence is che 
extension of evil power. And, it may be men- 
tioned, apropos of Beardsley, that the 
frontispiece of Mr. Machen’s book isa rep- 
resentation of a blindfolded modern maiden 
meeting a grinning Pan in a hemlock forest 
through which the shafts of sunlight play 
among the shadows with a revealing and ex- 
ulting luminosity, as if the most elemental 
forces of the world were meeting in collusiun 
with evil. The cover of the book shows a 
shape of evil, with deadly amanitine growing 
out of its hairy body; warts and moles, horns 
and snakelike antenne, bat wings and other 
Symbols of yet more odious ideas, increa3- 
ing its horrific ridiculousness. 

As this is midsummer, and a little madness 
may be permitted to book reviewers as well 
as to other persons, I may venture to tell the 
circumstances under which I read this book. 
The country house at which Iam staying was 
besieged by unexpected and very welcome 
guests, and I gave up my room and moved to 
a deserted studio in the lower part of the gar- 
den. It ts a solitary place, at the end of the 
long rose walk. Below it lies a ravine. thick 
with foliage. It was raining heavily, and 
strange sounds came up out of the ravine— 
those mysterious sounds of the night, which 
have so many more echoes to them than 
day sounds have. Pine cones and peaches 
rattled on the roof with solemn reverbera- 
tions. The rain dripped down the great chim- 
ney and sputtered on the papers in the fire- 
place. Two nocturnal mice played a scurry- 
ing game in the closet, and, by the light of a 
reluctant candle, I read the book. There 
are over 500 pages of it—and it gets much 
worse as it goes on. I have distinct recollec- 
tion of the nightsin which I first read“ Poe's 
Tales,”’ *‘ Titus Andronicus,” and ‘‘ Franken- 
stein,” and thought this also might be mem- 
orable. There is a certain charm in a good 
attack of fear, and, having no reluctance to 
experiencing it, 1 gave myself up to these 
pages, with their ever increasing suggestion 
of an unmentionable horror—a protoplasmic 
reversion—a notion quite a good deal worse 
than Dickens’ poor old drunkard with his 
spontaneous combustion. But, try as I would, 
I really could not shudder much—like that 
king Andrew Lang writes of tn one of his 
fairy books. I hoped to have seme difficulty 
In going to sleep, but l had none. A common- 
place drowsiness overtook me and shut out 
all thoughts of Pan and the under world peo- 
ple, and serpents, and troglodytes, and 
I slept till ‘the good wholesome sunshine 
streamed in the room. The mice had 
gone and thrushes were singing. The rain 
had ceased and a dozen roses were out. 
Above them on’ the terrace the quinces 
gleamed, a dull gold. The bell maplé 
hung out its beautiful flowers, [I felt how 
much greater and ever present were the 
forces of goodness than those of evil! One 
must go out of his way to search for evil, but 
goodness lies about one, awaiting, soliciting, 
enwrapping, and sustaining—as present and 
as wonderful as ether! And—though I am 
neither of the Bank nor yet of Bethel—I 
thought how much more in accord with cre- 
ated things I would have felt to have written 
a book about those abundant forces of good- 
ness than to have concocted one concerning 
the hidden and secretive forces .of evil. 

However, every one to his taste—some like 
“ gargoyles.”’ And they are curious. Perhaps 
some natures find a sort of response in them. 
I've known people who liked the evll face of 
@& serpent because it seemed to bring back 
subterranean memories; and there was once 
a woman I knew who couldn't endure the 
stare of a cat because—well, she wouldn’t 
quite say why. There may be something in 
it—eco why not look at a rose? 

As I say, there were a dozen blooming as I 
went up the walk to breakfast; and the 
first sound I heard—always excepting the 
thrushes—was the laughter of children.

A novelist appears 
on the scene, Angus Reay, a Scotchman who 
has just lost his job on a London paper. Reay 
and Mary Deane fall in love with each other. 
Helmsley is sure that it is a genuine case 
of love and he has become convinced that 
love is the only thing after all, so he goes to 
his lawyer, makes his will, leaving all his 
money to Mary Deane, conveniently dying a 
short time after. The high minded young 
novelist withdraws his proposal of marriage 
to Mary now that she is sorich, but as she at- 
tempts to commit suicide on account of his 
action he reconsiders and they marry. Of 
course, there is nothing true to life tn this 
story, but none of Miss Corelli's stories are 
true to life. As I said before, her admirers 
will admire it and they will cherish the book 
on account of the portrait of its author.

NEW RATE LAW DEPRIVES 
LAND AGENT OF PASSES. 


Thousands Will Be Affected by With- 
drawal of Free Rides by Western 
Lines—News of the Railroads. 


Thousands of land and immigration agents 
throughout the west will be deprived of 
passes on western railroads by the provisions 
of the new rate law. The railroads interpret 
the statute as meafiing that the issuance of 
transportation to these agents is discrimina- 
tory.. The Wisconsin Central, Illinois Cen- 
tral, Gréat Northern, and Minneapolis and 
St. Louls already have announced that they 
will suspend the passes, and other railroads 
will take similar action. Every wes-ern 
road has been accustomed to carrying from 
500 to 5,000 land agents on its books. The 
beneficiaries are scattered from the Canadian 
to the Mexican’ line. 

A conference on all-rail grain rates east 
from Illinois points to the seaboard was held 
by the Illinois and eastern lines yesterday 
without results. The subject will probably 
be taken up again on Monday or Tuesday. 
Meantime Chicago board of trade members 
continue to threaten revenge if the rates via 
Chicago are not equalized with the direct 
rates. 

The Chicago Transportation baseball 
league’s guests from St: Paul will be enter- 
tained today at the Auditorium hotel until 
1:30 o’clock p. m. A “ soft’’ game between 
high officials, which probably will last three 
innings, will precede the more serious con- 
test. which will take place at the White Sox 
park. A dinner, presided over by F. C. Don- 
ald, will be given the visitors at the Chicago 
Beach hotel at 7 o'clock. 


REJOINDER BY OHIO ROADS. 


Caustic Letter to Republicans Who 
Asked for Rates Following 2 
Cent Fare Law. 


Columbus, O., Aug. 24.—The railroads of 
Ohio have sent to the state executive com- 
mittee in answer to a request for rates to 
the republican convention at Dayton a ietter 
stating that as the Ohio legislature estab- 
lished a 2 cent fare, the railroads should not 
reasonably be asked to further deplete their 
revenuties by conceding reductions from this 
probably unprofitable basis.

all the way from 8 to 12 bu per acre. A 
grain man who has made a study of condi- 
tions in the northwest said the farmers in 
the spring wheat states would gell less wheat 
this year than ever before unless at mate- 
rially higher prices. As a result of a more di- 
versified character cf the crops In the norvth- 
west the farmer is not compelled to sacrifice 
his wheat, as in former years, regardless of 
price, but will sell his barley, fax, and cats 
and keep his wheat. 

It was pointed out also that the winter 
wheat farmer has shut down on his offerings 
and is refusing to eell at present prices, 
which at interior points are Nttle if any more 
than the cost of production. 

The bulk of the receipts of wheat at Kan- 
sas City are said to be low grade, and much 
of it wet and tough, with a good dea! of 
smut. The good wheat left in the country 
is being held for higher prices. At Coffey- 
ville, Kas., millers claimed they had to stop 
buying wheat on account of the quality run- 
ning so poor. Missouri millers as far east 
as Hannibal were buyers at Kansas City.

The weekly crop report of the Canadian 
Northern railway ‘said the yield of cereals 
would exceed previous estimates. A special 
report to the Manitoba Free Press from its 
staff correspondent from Regina, Saskatche- 
wan, sald after covering the district for two 
weeks it was estimatéd that the wheat crop 
would be about the same as last year, al- 
though the increase In acreage was 12 per 
cent. 

One Winnipeg message read: “ When John 
Inglis was here a week ago his opinion ex- 
pressed generally was that Canada, with 
the incerase of acreage, would not raise 
more wheat than last year—about 87,000,U00 
bu. This was minority opinion a week ago, 
but it is becoming majority opinion.”

MONEY MARKE? IS FIRMER 


RATES BOTH HERE AND IN NEW 
_ YORK TEND UPWARD. 


Call Loans Probably Will Be Marked 
Up on Sept. 1—Tip Sent That Atchi- 
son Common Will Go on a 6G Per 
Cent Basis, but Not Fully Credited 
—Poor Bank Statement Expected 
Today—Some Improvement in Local 
Bonds, 


Momey, both iA New York and Chicago, is 
gradually working harder. It is probable 
that local rates, which have been at a mini- 
mum of 5% per cent, will be marked up on 
Sept. 1 in the case of a great many loans. 
That is the disposition with some of the larg- 
est banks at this time, and there should be no 
cause for a change. On Aug. 14 number of 
the banks merked their outstanding 5 per 
cent call loams to 5% per cent, and it is this 
clase of business which will be again ad- 
vanced, ; 

In New York rates for all time loans were 
yesterday 6 per cent. Announcement is also 
made that the leading New York benks will 
not make time loang on all industrial col- 
lateral except at 6 per cemt plus a commission: 
from \% to % per cent. 

In Chicago, brokers have for some days 
been paying 6 per cent for six months funds, 
and apparently doing it with ae much cheer- 
fulness as they could command, belfeving It 
better to pay the rate and secure, as it were, 
insurance against high call funds later in the 
season. Chicago banks. are not disposed to 
take undue advantage of their customers. 
Last fall they made a maximum rate of 6 per 
cent for call funds, when call rates in New 
York were about 100 per cent, and time loans 
plus commissions were equal to 8 per cent. 
Wihile local houses, therefore, may think 6 
per cent a little high, they have to recall that 
in times of stringency they are certain to be 
accommodated at reasonable rate. 

The vice president of one of the large na- 
tloneal banks’ believes that Chicago will go 
through the fall money movement with ease. 
Inasmuch as the local banks have been pre- 
paring for the prospective demand upon 
them, they should get through in a comfort- 

able way, but that does not mean they will 
have money to lend at a rate lower than 6 
per cent. 


Atchison Common Dividend. 

Local commission houses receive gener- 
ally from their New York correspondents in- 
timation that Atchison common will be placed 
upon a 6 per cent dividend basis at a meeting 
of the directors next month. There is some 
belief that the rate may be 5 per cent Instead 
of 6 on the theory that the latter rate would 
cause such an advance in the stock as to 
bring about the conversion of all the out- 
standing convertible 4 per cent bonds into 
common stock. However, a5 per cent basis 
would probably result In the same thing, 
since there is no doubt the stock would sell 
above 110, paying 5 per cent. It becomes, 
therefore, not a matter of conversion of the 
bonds, but a question of whether the in- 
creased payment would be warranted, and 
whether the general stock market would not 
be helped more by a G per cent than a 5 per 
cent rate, 

The total authorized Issue of convertible 
bonds is $50,000,000. Of this amount there 
is now outstanding $49,711,000. They may 
be called at 110. They bear 4 per cent tnter- 
est. . If converted into 6 per cent stock, it 
would be equivalent to an increase of 2 per 
cent on the amount outstanding, being an in- 
creased charge on the company's treasury 
of $994,220 per annum, If the stock be placed 
on a 5 per cent basis, and the bonds should 
all be converted, the increased charge would 
be $497,110. There isn’t any doubt, in view 
of earnings and the stock market spirit 
which pervades railroad managements, that 
an increased charge of $497,110 would be 
lightly regarded.
